New Serum For Burns 


VITAMINS 


Sal* Of Ohrldtinnn Seals To Bo Held 
Tills Year To Help Along the 
Good Work 

The Manitoba Sanatorium at Nin* 
ette, Man., is launching again this 
year Its sale of Christmas Seals. Hie 
Christmas seal fund last year made 
possible the purchase of a portable 
X-ray outfit, and, up to September 
1st, financed the general expenses of 
twelve “missionary journeys" for the 
examination of people who had been 
in contact with tuberculosis, or who 
were suspected, or had symptoms. 
Three thousand people were examin¬ 
ed, all known to be "contacts" or 
"suspects,’’ a work very much worth 
while. 

The 1928 seal money will be used 
to continue and extend this work 
and may also help with a very spe¬ 
cial work — to provide sanatorium 
care for children. The Province of 
Manitoba has not one bed especially 
provided for a tuberculosis child. 
There are children definitely ill, and 
children undef par and infected who 
will soon be ill. To care for these sick 
children, to build up the almost-sick 
children into health and prevent their 
lapse into disease, is one of the best 
of all good works. Seals may help to 
do this. Prevention is better than 
cure, cheaper and more joyful in 
every way. 

Christmas Seals are sold in sheets 
of 100 for $1.00; a seal for a cent. 
You can assist greatly In a most 
worthy cause by purchasing a sheet 
of these seals, and use them on all 
letters sent out during the Yule-tide 
season.

Recent. Dludhrry Leaves Skin Un¬ 
blemished Surgeons Are Told 
A new method of treating burns 
causing quick healing with absence 
of senrs, discolored skin or other 
blemishes, was described before 
the convention of the National As¬ 
sociation of Police and Fire Surgeons 
ami medical directors of Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commission. 

The method, as detailed by Dr 
Stephen It. Montcith, of Nyack. N.Y., 
and discussed by Dr. John .1. White, 
of New York, involves the use of 
"normal horse serum" made from 
the blood of horses under a lately 
discovered method. The serum Is 
sprayed with an atomizer on the burn¬ 
ed skin surfaces and it is said has 
produced astonishing results.

Result Of Experiment 


Will Be Interesting 


Psychologists Study Effort Of Noise 
On Human System 

"City” rats and "country" rats are 
being raised at Colgate University, 
Hamilton, N.Y., and the "city” rats 
are developing nervousness. 

The effect of noise on fienlth and 
activity is what Dr. Donald Lnlrd, 
head of the .psychology department 
of the university, wants to discover. 
All the rats are free from molesta¬ 
tion by cats and the consequent ner¬ 
vous strain. 

By exposing the rats to varying 
conditions of sound, or lack of sound. 
Dr. Laird hopes to determine defin¬ 
itely the effect of noise on human be- 
ings. 

Rats arc used In the experiments 
because, Dr. Laird explains they live 
30 times as fast as men and in one 
j'ear their growth parallels the 
growth and development of a human 
being in 30 years. The rats in this 
experiment are white. 

The "country cousins” are kept in 
a sound-proof room while the "city" 
rats are housed in a room containing 
a tuning fork operated by electricity. 
The tuning fork is said to produce 
sounds approximately the noise of a 
busy city. . 

Food containers and food are tlie 
same for both groups so that differ¬ 
ences in feeding may not account fox 
any differences which develop in the 
nature of the two groups. The 
health of the rats is carefully guard¬ 
ed. Both groups arc given an ultra¬ 
violet ray bath once a week to pre¬ 
vent rickets. 

The rats have been under observa¬ 
tion for eight months and Dr. Laird 
reports that the "city” rats, exposed 
to noise, have shown signs of nervous¬ 
ness and loss of eppetite.

Out of the we.let of i Largo and denial and appeals to racial and relig¬ 
ious prejudice which characterised the recent Arm River by-election in 
Saskatchewan one newspaper o.ispatch from a special correspondent vivid¬ 
ly impressed the wilier of this column. 

In the comae of Ids journey togs around the constituency reporting the 
many meetings held, the staff correspondent of the paper in question had 
occasion to stop at the hotel in one of the smaller villages. The hotel was 
not of the usual type found in prairie villages. The rotunda he describes 
as “a bower of floral beauty, * u close approach to a greenhouse. Tlie ceiling 
was beautifully beamed end panelled, the proprietor having laid out five dif¬ 
ferent plans for it before lie felt satisfied. The hotel was scrupulously 
clean, the meals well cocked and nicely served by attractive help. 

The correspondent was curious and he entered into conversation with 
the proprietor, one Kasper Habcrlach by name. The secret of the beautiful 
woodwork was scon nircov* red" in the fact that, in his youth, the proprietor 
had been n cabinetmaker, and had a love for fine woods and the beauty of 
line lines. His iovc for the beautiful also found expression in his flowers. 
Iterating his Hon - . Kasfoi Ilabcrlach told how he came to Canada sixteen 
years ago, in his early manhood. Today he is the father fo seven daughters 
and two sons, most of whom were born in Canada. 

Proud ns Kasper Habcrlach is of his attractive hotel, it is his family 
In which he rejoices. Particularly is he proud of their school attainments 
One of the Misses Habcrlach led her school for threo years in succession. 
The youngest girl, now aged seven, was sought by Chatauqua promoters a 
< ouple of years ago because of her ta’ents as an entertainer. Kasper Habcr- 
laeh himself, speaks six languages fluently, but. says the correspondent, “I 
think he is probably most proud of the fact that his children all speak 
English indistinguishable from any other Canadian children.” 

Mr. Habcrlach has a praiseworthy method of inculcating thrift in his 
family. His daughters help in tlie hotel. "I have always made it a rule," 
he said, “to pay my children wages daily for their help in the business, just 
as I would strangers. They are encouraged to save for education or busi¬ 
ness or whatever they desire." 

Now what we find so encouraging in this whole story is that it seems 
to provide an answer to many good people who are greatly concerned ove* 
the subject of immigration. Here is a man from a foreign country, whos© 
mother tnoguc is not English, but who, coming to Canada, brings with him 
an inborn sense of beauty, skilled craftsmanship, habits of thrift, high ideals 
«'f home life and citizenship, and a keen realization of the value of education, 
u man anxious that his children shall have the best that life can offer am* 
determined that, to the full extent of his ability, they shall enjoy those 
privileges. 

In this story from real life today, we also find a satisfactory answer for 
those who are inc’incd to question the efficiency of our schools and educa¬ 
tional system, and their ability to perform the task of largely assimiliating 
new comers from other lands into our common Canadian family. 

The fact cannot but be realized and accepted that Kasper Habcrlach

Interest in station gardens along 
the Canadian Pacific Railway this 
year has been greatly stimulated by 
an Increased prize list, and the re¬ 
sults have been exceptionally gratify¬ 
ing. G. A. B. Krook, chief hortlcul- 
turalist, with the assistance of the 
superintendents, has just finished 
Judging; the general excellence of 
the gardens making this a difficult 
task.

Announcement has been made that 
the Western Canada Airways Ltd., 
which have made The Tas the head 
office and principal base of operation? 
during this summer, has under con¬

Moro Mill* Made Into Cheese 
Account Of Iligti Price* 

As the end of the dairying season 
approaches, there are 8,800,000 
pounds less butter In cold storage in 
Canada than last year. Figures pub¬ 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics show 29,129,000 pounds in 
storage on Oct. 1, as compared with 
38,009,000 pounds on the same date 
in 1927, and 32,175,000 pounds for 
Uio five-year average. 

A similar depiction of cheese 
stocks is revealed. There were 27,- 
793,000 pounds in storage on Oct 1, 
a decrease of 7,977,000 pounds from 
last year’s total of 35,770,000 pounds. 
The five-year average was 30,348,000 
pounds. 

The quantity of cheese graded up 
to the end of September of this year 
was 1,219,150 boxes, as compared 
with a total of 1,163,208 boxes for 
the same period in 1927, or an in¬ 
crease of 55,912 boxes. 

Tho reason ascribed by Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture officials for the 
lower stocks of butter and cheese 
this year as compared with last year 
is the higher prices prevailing for 
cheese in the export markets.

Great Britain has 
no idea of building a navy in com¬ 
petition with the United Statc3, said 
Stanley Baldwin, Prime Minister, 
when he spoke recently at a great 
muss meeting in Albert Hall in cele¬ 
bration of the tenth anniversary of 
the League of Nations union. 

He expressed profound regret at 
what he declared wns only a "tem¬ 
porary failure to reach an agreement 
with the United States on naval mat¬ 
ters and he also described the sus¬ 
picions governing British action 
which he said, had gained currency 
in some American circles. 

"Our polic y in naval building is t»> 
go slowly. We have no intention of 
competing with the United States 
and we came to the decision to go 
slow long before we were asked to 
sign the Kellogg pact. 

"We are grateful to Mr. Kellogg 
for bringing the treaty to Europe. 

life we should 
grateful for, nn opportunity for 
a fresh start. I doubt whether the 
world yet realizes the import of the 
Kellogg pact.” 

The Prime Minister concluded with 
an appeal for faith in the League of 
Nations as an instrument of peace. 

Earlier in his address he alluded to 
uneasiness reflected in some British 
newspapers recently who thought 
that by the Franco-British naval ac¬ 
cord this country had been committed 
to the French view concerning army 
reserves without obtaining any ade¬ 
quate naval concession. 

"I wish to contradict the idea that 
v.e have abandoned our position of 
impartiality adopted at the time ol 
the Locarno pact," said Mr. Baldwin. 
We have made no new engagements 
and there lias been no charge in the 
orientation of our policy. 

"Our interests and our inclinations 
have alike prompted us to preserve 
and even strengthen the solidarity 
ol our relations with Germany, as 
well as with France and Italy.” 

Mr. Baldwin dealt with the evil 
influence of war on national charact- 
j cr particularly as illustrated in the 
world, lie said that this showed man¬ 
kind descended not only from the 
ape, but has inherited characteristics 
of the tiger. 

"The tiger is very close to the sur¬ 
face,” he said. "If the state is to 
survive, the tiger must lie eliminat¬ 
ed, but our experience of 13 years 
ago showed that these base instincts 
are ready to he summoned from their 
hidden lair at a moment’s notice. 

"No two bodies of persons are 
more potent to summon these ancient 
impulses than are the politicians and 
the press. Only an intense spiritual 
can resist these instincts.”

Hoad P.cd Compares With Best Any¬ 
where On Continent 

Towns :»rc rapidly springing up 
along the line of the Hudson Bay 

Railway where a year or so ago 
i here v.ns scrub, spruce and muskeg 
nn l along the railway n rusty uneven 
track which suggested nothing so 
much as an Abandoned enterprise 
The volume of work which has been 
accomplii her! since reconstruction 
N'gnn is quite amazing. 

While the toad is still under con 
slruction the emphasis is being 
placed on the road bed itself, and 
this is as far as mile 33d which is 
three-fifths of the way to Fori 
Churchill, in accomplished fact a 
masterpiece of railway building, ana 
will compare with the best road beds 
anywhere on the continent. 

It is 510 miles from The Pas to 
Churchill. Steel is at present laid 
to mile 430. Passenger trains are 
running to Mile 412. but the freight 
service terminal is at mile 426. While 
the road for the most part crosses 
muskeg on its way to the North it 
should not for that reason bo regard¬ 
ed as on nn unstable foundation. 

The term "muskeg” should not be 
confused with "bog.” Bogs occur at 
rare intervals along the route, ana 
are always referred to ns "sink¬ 
holes.” If the vast quantities of rock 
which it is necessary to dump into 
these places to make them passable, 
were visible the roadbed would ap¬ 
pear to be merely a high grade such 
as might be built across a prairie 
ravine. 

Muskeg is nn ‘accumulation of 
loaves, muck and moss, which occurs, 
all over the North country up to 
the region of the barrens. It may 
be a few inches or several feet in 
depth above its foundation of solid 
rock, and is present right to the very 
edge of the chasms through which 
northern rivers pass. 

New stations are built all along the 
finished line. Clearwater Lake at 
mile 17 is rapidly becoming a sum¬ 
mer resort. With the exception of 
the summer cottages at this point 
there is practically no building un¬ 
til mile 33 is reached. Here there is 
•a great deal of activity in quarrying , 
the red marble, several carloads of 
which have been shipped out. 

At Cormorant Lake, Mile 42, the 
Dominion Government Aerial forest \ 
patrol is situated. This is an ideal 
place for nn air-bnse and there are l 
at present four 'planes operating 
from the point.

Commander Eckener Of Clraf Zeppe¬ 
lin Vlflunllzon the Future 

A regular dirigible service between 
Europe and the United States within 
four years, with sailings from both 
sides of the Atlantic every four or 
five days, was visualized by Dr. Hu¬ 
go Eckener, commnrftler of the CJraf 
Zeppelin. 

At least four giant airships will he 
necessary before the service can be 
inaugurated, Dr. Eckener explained. 
The ships will be larger and more 
powerful than the Graf Zeppelin. It 
will also be necessary to build two 
great hangars, one In the United 
States, and one in Europe. 

Dr. Eckener favors the vicinity of 
Washington or Baltimore for ttoo 
occasion of the American terminal 
in preference to Lakehurst due to 
unfavorable cross winds which are 
frequent over New Jersey.

Banish Explorers Will Submit Report 
On Reindeer Possibilities 

Covering 14,000 miles of Arctlo 
trails with dogs, canoes and horses 
during the two years that they were 
blazing a trail across the barren 
lands, the brothers A. E. and R. T. 
Porsild arrived from Waterways, thus 
completing the two-year-long investi¬ 
gation which they have been under¬ 
taking for the federal government In¬ 
to the chances of establishing a rein¬ 
deer industry In the Northland. 

It Is another triumph for the vik¬ 
ing breed that gave Stefansson and 
Amundsen to the world, for the two 
young men are Danes. They were 
educated at Copenhagen University 
and their father is now in charge of 
the Danish Arctic station—a scienti¬ 
fic observatory at Godhaven, Green¬ 
land. 

With them, the young explorers 
brought out 1,000 photos, 15,000 bo¬ 
tanical specimens and many geolog¬ 
ical specimens. Porsild declined, 
however, to give for publication the 
conclusions reached by them as to 
the possibility of establishing rein¬ 
deer ranching. 

The Dominion Government will be 
the first to see their report. It Is 
significant, however, that Porsild 
commented on the herds of the Lo- 
men Brothers in Northwest Alaska, 
where Porsild Brothers saw a round¬ 
up of 100,000 of the animals with 
their Lapplander cow punchers 
mounted on riding reindeer.

Wintering Surplus Queens 


Method Used To Bring Surplus 
Queens Through Winter With¬ 
out Loss 

When the beekeeper flinds that he 
has a surplus of queens in the fall of 
the year, the question arises os to 
how he may winter these without 
loss. At the Experimental Station, at 
Fredericton. New Brunswick, the fol¬ 
lowing method for saving extra 
queens was tried. Four w*eak colon¬ 
ies were selected for the experiment. 
Five of the lightest combs were re¬ 
moved from each colony and the bees 
shaken back into the hive. The re¬ 
maining five combs were placed to 
one side of the hive. The following 
day-i tight division board was placed 
in two of the colonies and the bees 
and brood, and queens from the two 
remaining colonies were placed one 
in each of the divided hives. Two 
w'eak colonies w ith queens w*cre thus 
brought together in one hive. Sep¬ 
arate entrances were provided at the 
corners of the hives and an oilcloth 
was tacked to the division board be¬ 
neath the cover and over the frames. 
These colonies were wintered in the 
cellar. Both queens came through 
the winter in good condition in one 
hive, but in tho other only one of the 
queens survived. 


Worked Under Difficulties 


Cains Made By Calves 


Ontario Government Cameraman 
.Met With Opposition In Some 
Countries 

J. G. Rutherford, Ontario govern¬ 
ment cameraman, who is home after 
a world tour of 30,000 miles in seven 
months, took his machine to places 
where movie men have never before 
worked. The Moors of Gibraltar were 
indignant, because it was aga : nst 
their religion to be photographed. At¬ 
tempts were made to record the 
wives cf the Sultan of Biina. but the 
ruler’s objections were found too 
strenuous, while the Dutch govern¬ 
ment would not permit the photo¬ 
grapher to “shoot” the giant lizards 
there. It is reported that the provin¬ 
cial government will use Rutherford’s 
unique movie to aid in the teaching 
of geography in schools of the pro¬ 
vince. 


Weighing Calves At Hiree-montha 
Intervals To Record Increase 
In Weight 

Few' cattle raisers Hike the trou¬ 
ble to weigh their calves from month 
to month to ascertain the gains tliey 
arc making. The Experimental Sta¬ 
tion at Sidney, B.C., have weighed 
calvea at three-month intervals dur¬ 
ing a period of two years. The 
calves were of dairy breeding and 
eight of them were weighed until 
they were six months old, six of them 
until nine months, five until a year 
old, and two until twenty-four months 
of age had been reached. The calvea 
at birth averaged 55.5 pounds. Their 
average gain for the first three 
months was 145.7; for the second 
three month 142.1; for the third 
111.6; for the fourth 90.6 pounds; 
for the fifth 61.2; for the seventh 75 
pounds; for the eighth 50 pounds; 
and for the ninth three-month period 
20 pounds. These gains agree with 
the theory that the older an animal 
becomes the less rapid and the more 
expensive are the gains. The gains 
were not entirely uniform for the dif¬ 
ferent animals, but the conclusion is 
reached by the superintendent of the 
station and reported in the report of 
the station for 1927, published by the 
Department of Agriculture, at Otta¬ 
wa, that heifers mature normally and 
rapidly during tho first year, that the 
increase during the next six months 
is comparatively slow*, after which 
the increase slides up as during the 
first year. 


Shipment Of Australian Oranges 
A despatch to the Mail and 
Empire from Vancouver, says: 
"Marking a new* departure In inter- 
Empire trade, the first consignment 
of Valencia oranges ( to reach this 
country from Western Australia 
passed through the port of Vancou¬ 
ver. A full carload of the fruit was 
shipped to Winnipeg. The Australian 
product will compete with oranges 
from California and will probably 
form the first of a continuous flow 
of this fruit from the antipodes to 
Canada. 


Professor Offers Proof 


Produce Calculations To Prove Earth 
Is Rotating Faster Than 
Regular Speed . 

Calculations showing that tho 
earth is continuing to rotate faster 
than its regular speed of 24 hours 
per day were presented to the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Variable Star 
Observers in annual convention at 
Cambridge, Mass. 

The interest to many people in tho 
calculations lies in their possible ap¬ 
plication to the study of earthquakes, 
rather than to any appreciable change 
in the length of tho day. The cause 
of the faster speed is suspected to bo 
the contracting of the earth’s crust. 

The calculations were presented by 
Ernest W. Brow*n Sterling, professor 
of mathematics at Yale University.

Giant Herd Of Cariboo 


Immense Herds Of Canadian North¬ 
land Are Moving South 

The caribou herds of the great 
Canadian northland are moving south 
and for the first time in many years, 
a giant herd of these magnificent ani¬ 
mals is approaching Hudson's Bay 
Junction, the most southerly point 
which they have reached for over 20 
years. 

It is good news for the hundreds of 
big game hunters from both eastern 
Canada and the United States, who 
are anxiously awaiting November 15, 
for the famous Canadian shooting 
season to open. Not only will cari¬ 
bou be good stalking in the vicinity 
of Hudson’s Bay Junction this year, 
but moose and deer are also except¬ 
ionally plentiful, according to in¬ 
formation received by the Saskatch¬ 
ewan Provincial Department of Wild 
Game. 

Thib is a closed season for elk. al¬ 
though they were reported in great 
numbers north of Prince Albert, 
Sask., last year. Hundreds of these 
pretty animals are expected to flock 
to Saskatchewan’s new' national park, 
where they will find protection from 
the guns of big game hunters the 
year round.
